THE SOCIETY OF WASHINGTON ARTISTS 
1891—1941 


OR fifty years the Society of Washington Artists has not only 



A stood for, but represented, the best in art here in our National 
Capital. This it has done by maintaining, consistently, high stand¬ 
ards in its exhibitions and in its qualifications for membership. It 
has always been a friendly organization, uncommonly free of dis- 
censions within its own circle, cordial in its welcome to newcomers, 
and, with complete singleness of purpose, doing what it could to 
advance art and its appreciation, stimulating interest by its exhibi¬ 
tions, and effort through the award of prizes and honorable mentions 
in recognition of exceptional merit. 

The organizers of the Society were a group of talented and very 
sincere artists, who, coming to Washington from various parts of 
the country, had been drawn together by mutual interests, dominated 
by good fellowship, and a desire to create here, in the city of their 
adoption, a national art center. 

From the time that Washington was a “City in the Wilderness,” 
outstanding artists had journeyed here to execute commissions and 
temporarily occupied studios within the city’s bounds. Among these 
were Gilbert Stuart, George Harding, Sully, S. F. B. Morse, painters; 
Clark Mills, sculptor and others, great men in our eyes as well as 
those of their own day. These were honored guests, lending dis¬ 
tinction through their presence, but merely birds of passage. Grad¬ 
ually, however, partly through opportunities for employment as 
illustrators and engravers under the Federal Government, there 
was built up a permanent art group which, adopting Washington 
as their own, set to work to better local conditions. 

There had been sporadic efforts in this direction in the late 
seventies and before. Following the establishment of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, an Art Club was formed with Mr. W. W. Corcoran 
as president and Mr. S. H. Kauffmann of The Evening Star—later 
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to become president of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery of Art—as chairman of the Executive Committee, on which 
served Mr. E. H. Miller, who, in 1891, was elected first president of 
the Society of Washington Artists. Of this Club, Max Weyl, a char¬ 
ter member of the Society of Washington Artists, and also at one 
time its president, was treasurer. 

About 1889 the Art Students League of Washington was formed, 
with, as instructors, E. C. Messer, C. H. L. MacDonald, R. le Grand 
Johnston, Richard N. Brooke, William H. Holmes, U. S. J. Dunbar 
and Bertha Perrie, and, as active members, Hobart and Spencer 
Nichols, Wells Sawyer, Delaney Gill, Everett L. Warner and others, 
practically all of whom later made names for themselves, here and 
elsewhere. 

It was in the League rooms, at 808 Seventeenth Street, that the 
meeting was held at which the Society of Washington Artists was 
organized, and so close was the association between the League and 
the Society that it is now difficult to tell to which should be accredited 
honor for initiation of certain forward movements. Under the joint 
auspices of these two organizations, Joseph Jefferson, when fulfilling 
an engagement at one of the local theatres, gave a lecture on “The 
Actor as Artist,” and also a reception was given to F. Hopkinson 
Smith in the Waggaman Gallery in Georgetown. 

The time was, it would seem, ripe for the formation of a pro¬ 
fessional art society, therefore, quite naturally, in 1891, the Society 
of Washington Artists came into existence. 

The Society’s first annual exhibition was held in December of that 
year in galleries generously provided by Messrs. Woodward and 
Lothrop in their new building, then but lately erected, just where 
it now stands, on the corner of F and 11th Streets. 

Here also the second annual exhibition was set forth in March 
1892—a notable affair—156 pictures being shown by 71 artists—“land¬ 
scapes and still life predominating.” The galleries were thronged 
by admiring visitors and the display was said to not only reflect 
credit on the Society but likewise on the city of Washington, “fast 
developing into an art center.” The catalogue of this exhibition, as 
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well as several that followed, was illustrated by wood cuts from 
pen drawings, unfortunately unsigned. 

The next five exhibitions were held in the assembly room of the 
Cosmos Club which was divided for the purpose into two galleries— 
and the rule forbidding ladies admission to these quarters reserved, 
exclusively for those of the masculine gender, was temporarily set 
aside. 

A review in one of the local papers of the fourth annual exhibi¬ 
tion reveals the fact that there was included therein one “impres¬ 
sionistic” work, but the reviewer considerately assured his readers 
that the public was to be congratulated (in spite of this intrusion) 
upon the conspicuous absence of works reflecting the “fads and fakes 
that honeycombed the New York exhibitions of the year.” 

The fifth annual, in the same galleries, was grandiosely referred 
to as “The 1895 Salon” and declared to “mark a new era in local 
art.” 

Three years later we find the Society in a gallery of its own at 
1020 Connecticut Avenue placed at its services by Mrs. Belden Noble. 
Here, in April 1898, the eighth annual exhibition was held—open 
to the public from 9 A. M. to 6 P. M. and in the evenings from 8 to 
11 o’clock—of which a lengthy account appeared in The Evening 
Star of April 2nd illustrated by cuts of works shown and also 
caricatures of some of the officers of the Society and leading exhibi¬ 
tors. Among those thus portrayed were Richard N. Brooke, James 
Henry Moser, Delaney Gill, Edward L. Morse, Parker Mann, Rob¬ 
ert Hinckley, E. F. Andrews, Max Weyl and Wells Sawyer. 

On taking possession of the gallery at 1020 Connecticut Avenue 
the Society of Washington Artists assembled and set forth a notable 
loan exhibition of works by old and modern masters privately 
owned in Washington. Twice since, the Society has held special 
exhibitions, but neither as ambitious or notable as was this. 

In 1897 The Corcoran Gallery of Art moved from its old red 
brick building on Pennsylvania Avenue and 17th Street to its new 
home on 17th Street at New York Avenue, at the north end of which 
was a semi-circular room purposed as a lecture hall, but, because of 
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the height of ceiling, found unsuitable for such use. It was in this 
“Hemicycle,” converted into a gallery, that the Society of Washing¬ 
ton Artists held its tenth annual exhibition in 1900. Esepcial inter¬ 
est attaches thereto because it was the first to which artists out-of- 
town were invited to contribute. 

This change was largely brought about by Richard N. Brooke 
who had a wide acquaintance with leading artists of New York 
and other eastern cities and an enviable reputation for achievement. 
On his representation such outstanding American artists as John W. 
Alexander, Frank W. Benson, William M. Chase, Birge Harrison, 
Irving Wiles, E. W. Redfield, Childe Hassam and others, gladly 
made contributions, so that in short time the Society of Washington 
Artists’ Annuals took their place with the best of the kind in the 
country. 

The character and quality of these exhibitions became so impres¬ 
sive that the potentialities of similar showings on a still larger scale 
became obvious, and the result was the establishment of the Biennial 
Exhibitions of Contemporary American Painting by The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, the first of which was held in 1908, when, inci¬ 
dentally, but logically, the S. W. A. annuals resumed their original 
local aspect. 

Beginning with the 11th annual exhibition in 1901 and continuing 
for several years, The Corcoran Gallery of Art, to encourage parti¬ 
cipation and reward merit, offered three cash prizes for the three 
best paintings shown in the Society of Washington Artists’ exhibi¬ 
tions. The Society established also the custom of giving medals for 
works in different classes, and a special prize for landscape painting 
was contributed by A. J. Parsons, art patron and Chief of the newly 
organized Division of Prints of the Library of Congress now become 
the Division of Fine Arts. The evening openings of these exhibi¬ 
tions were delightful social affairs. 

With but three exceptions all of the exhibitions held by the Society 
of Washington Artists from 1901 to the present day have been in 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art, for after the Hemicycle was remodeled 
and adapted to its original purpose, other galleries were provided in 
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the main building. The exceptions were an exhibition held in the 
Veerhoflf Galleries in 1919, and two in the National Museum, under 
the auspices of The National Gallery of Art, in 27 and 30. 

When the Society was first organized it included in its exhibitions 
water colors as well as oil paintings, but when, in 1896, the Wash¬ 
ington Water Color Club was formed, works in this medium were 
excluded. However space has always been given to sculpture. 
During the fifty years of its existence the Society of Washington 
Artists has had eleven presidents. The first was E. H. Miller, 
painter, etcher and illustrator. He was followed successively by 
E. C. Messer, Max Weyl, U. S. J. Dunbar, R. N. Brooke, Julian 
Zolnay, William H. Holmes, H. K. Bush-Brown, Minor Jameson, 
Charles Bittinger and, at the present time, Rowland Lyon. Of 
these, three have been sculptors and all the others painters. 

In 1892 the Society had 26 members; it now has 122 of whom 
91 are residents of Washington and the remainder reside else¬ 
where. 

The writer of this brief history has had the pleasure of attending 
all of the Society of Washington Artists’ exhibitions, and the privi¬ 
lege of reviewing forty of them for The Evening Star which has 
brought her into close contact with the exhibiting artists and their 
works. It has been a very happy association, and looking over the 
catalogues from 1891 to today has brought back memories of many 
who has passed beyond, of their engaging personalities and of the 
fine contributions they made,—a goodly fellowship to be recalled 
with pride and appreciation. Clear still in memory are the gifted 
and gentle first president, E. H. Miller; the dreamer and idealist 
E. C. Messer; the ardent and knowing R. N. Brooke; the enthusiastic 
and indefatigable James Henry Moser; Max Weyl, nature lover 
and born painter; Parker Mann, E. L. Morse, Bertha Perrie, Clara 
Hill, Carl Gutherz, David Kindleberger, Robert Coleman Child 
and his charming wife Jane Brigham Child, and many others, all 
seekers for truth, interpreters of beauty, honoring their profession 
and bringing honor to it, through their accomplishment—a roll of 
which any organization might be proud. The living are similarly 
inscribed, but, happily, they can still speak for themselves. 
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In an introduction to the forty-first annual exhibition of the So¬ 
ciety of Washington Artists, held in 1931, William H. Holmes, then 
president, after outlining the activities of the organization ventured 
to make a prophesy which in this current year of Grace is apparently 
coming true. Looking to the future he said, “The fruitage of the 
efforts of the Society of Washington Artists, and other kindred local 
societies, will be that our Capital City shall lead all other world 
capitals in richness of its art treasures and in the splendor of its 
housing of art.” 

How much of this is due to the Society’s advocacy it is hard to say 
but certainly the spirit which imbued this activity was that which 
through the ages has quickened art, lighting the way of man, giving 
courage and inspiration. To have carried this torch is no small 
honor; to keep it lighted the privilege of succeeding generations.
